Ithas been the custom for a number of years to 
insert in the annual reports of the school district a 
brief summary of the school work of the preceding 
year. 

We shall not take the time or space to make par- 
ticular mention of any school, as the year just closed 
has been most successful with one or two exceptions. 
There have been thirty-two weeks of school in nearly 
all of the districts, and while this is the greatest num- 
ber of weeks in any one year for a long time, if ever 
before, that our public schools have been in session, 
yet we believe this number should be increased to 
thirty-four or thirty-six weeks. 

The question of public schools is of the most vital 
importance to every parent, for unless the young 
men and women of the present day are fully equip- 
ped with a liberal education, he or she cannot possi- 
bly compete in the great battles of life with those 
who have had greater advantages. 

The beginning of every person's intellectual de- 
velopment is in our common schools, and the little 
school boy of to-day will be the statesman of the 
future. 

Money expended for school purposes is not ex- 
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travagance, for what greater inheritance can parents 
bequeath to their children than an education? 

There is another question to be submitted to the 
consideration of the citizens of our town and this is 
an appropriation for books. The laws of our State 
provide that towns and cities shall furnish free text 
books and while our town has made an annual ap- 
propriation of five hundred dollars, this has not (on 
account of the expensive books used in some of our 
schools, especially the Nute High, and for the rea- 
son that a large number of new books have had to 
be purchased) been sufficient. Of course we all 
understand that text books are continually wearing 
out and there surely comes atime when the old have 
to be replaced with new. We have asked this year 
for an appropriation of seven hundred dollars, which 
if given us, we trust will enable us to balance our 
indebtedness and also to provide necessary books 
for the ensuing year. ’
